Self-Goutradiot^ou- 

A certain degree of latitude is usual- 
ly accorded to public men in after-din- 
ner speeches, and the oiroumatancoa 
vinder which the Premier addressed 
the admiring crowd assembled at his 
gato were probably snch as entitled 
hinx to. a like consideration. Nover- 
tholosa he ought to have thought how 
anxious would be the public mind to 
lesm from his own lips the truth as to 
the practical results of hie eight 
month's mission, and every word ut- 
tered on that point ought, tliereforo, 
to have .been carefully weighed in the 
■oales of truth and tempered with cau- 
tion. . Let UB see how far this rule was 
observed: The organ of the Govern- 
ment represents the Premier as having 
Baid that the railway between Esqui- 
malt and Nanaimo would bo gone on 
with at once, that railway construction 
on the Mainland would be comnionc- 
•d ngftyear at the fuvthof=it, but tbiit 
''the rUtiuiay clmtte of the orrginal Tunns of 
Uiiion^remained inlacl." Tuniing to our 
own report, which we have reason to be- 
lieve was more accural olj taken, it ap- 
pears that.after ouumoratiug the fniits 
of his mission, the Premier said, "All 
this I have accomplished without vc- 
laving the Terms, altliougli the time 
had been oitended." Now, let uh see 
how far these statements, or eitlier of 
them, harmonize with facts. In order 
to do this we . shall reproduce the 
' 'original railway clause in the Terms 
of Union," and compare it with the 
neir Terms: 

"The Government of the Dominion 
undertake to secure the commence- 
ment simultaneously, within two years 
from the date of Uuion, of the cou- 
Btruction of the railway from the Paci- 
fic towards the Rocky Mountains, and 
from such point as may be selected, 
east of theKocky Llouutains, towards 
the Pacific, to connect the seabord of 
British Columbia with the railway sys- 
tem of Canada; and further to secure 
the completion of such railway with- 
in ten years from the date of the 
Union." 

It will be observed that time con- 
stitutes the chief element in this obli- 
gation. Eliminate that and there is lit- 
tle remaining. By it the Dominion was 
bound to commence on or before the 
aotb July 1873,and complete on or be- 
fore the 20th July ISSl.R railway "cou- 
•ecting the seaboard of Briti«h Colum- 
bia with the railway system of Ciiii- 
ada." Now, let us'seo how tlie time 
obligation is afTocted by the new 
Terms: The survey .=» on the Mainland 
are to be Tigorously prosecuted; when 
completed and the line detcrraincid, a 
waggon road is to be consttueted; 
when the waggon road shall liave 
been completed the railway is to be 
commenced and is to be "completed 
and open for traflSc from tho Pacific 
•eaboard to a point at the Western end 
of Lake H'.iperior, on or before tlie 
31st December IKDO" — the constnietioii 
of tho further portion necessary to 
connect "with the r.iilway fivstom of 
CAnada" 'J>el/i;/ inilffiniti-l>i postpiifietl. It 
will thus 1)0 seen that the time for 
"commcnreinpn/" lia"? lieou iii(k-riiiitely 
postponed; tho time for comjjletion of 
the principal portion has been extend- 
ed from 20th JulylSSlto Slst Decem- 
ber 1890, or Yory nearly doubled, 
while the time limit in ieFS])eet of the 
commencement and completion of tlie 
Eastern woction has been ahroLpiteJ al- 
together. Now, we confess wo are at 
A loss to uuderatand how, in the face 
of these incontrovertible facta, the 
Premier could so far for^fet himself us 
publicly to assort that no relaxatinn 
has taken place, — that the "raihyay 
olnuB* of tho ofi'fi'ud 'I'er'Mb "f Union 
iamftifl3 itiUc: ' 'I'-'.e t'( -i^.iei nni~:

The object of the Gov- 
ernment in seeking to create the im- 
pression that tho ori,L,'inal railway 
clause remains iindisturbed is ci'iily 
enough understood ; but wo cunfe.ss 
we cannot, t)0 easily understand how an 
intelligout public can bo ex^jected to 
•wallow such self-evident contradic- 
tory non'seiiae.' .

dry dock would be built. Tho crowd 
shook its head, rolled its opticn, opened its 
mouth, and whon it had regained the use 
of its ear, gave nine clieois fur "Walliem 
and Relaxation." Pranced thuro then 
upon the sceno, like a trick-pony in u 
circus or a spavined uightuiare, Iho Hon. 
Uoavenl He tosaed his arms wildly, ro- 
luoved his hat, wiped the dow from bin 
high forehead, olearcd his tliroat, bowed 
three times and trotted ofT the scecie. 
The crowd langhod itself honr.-io at this 
oratorical effort, tho band i)liiy<»d "TJio 
Elephant Walks Around, ' the Mayor pro- 
posed three choors for the iSIinistry, and 
with a wild whoop the crowd -the Mayor 
leading the way — adjourned to the near- 
est saloon to take a "wee drap" at the 
Premier's expense. During these pro- 
ceedings there were little side-shows, 
such as knock-downs, which apuearad 
to afTord most of those present keen en- 
joyment.

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A Literary Sensation. 

Lniiisvii.i.K, J.ui. 151.— The book for 
which £1,000 ill goKl Iuto bopu offer- 
od by Jlr. Ct. (iaiboiiriio, of London, 
a.iul HtiitotI iu the circular oitonHively 
distributed to relate to a inoinber of 
tho Uoyal Family of England, against 
tho publication of which the Lord 
Chancellor issued an injunction, and 
of which only one copy is known to 
1)0 in the IJuitod States, was yesterday 
diacoverod to bo in the possoasion of a 
young lawyer of this city. The on'uor 
could not be found until after mid- 
night, and the facts then obtained 
from him were too lato to bo telegraph 
ed. The book proves to bo a laeinoir 
of (1 corpse IV. , containing a minute 
bintoi-y of all the scandalous passages 
iu bin life, together with an exposure 
of the corruption of his political ad- 
uiiuistrntion. Tlio idcntitiy of tlie book 
seoms positive, for it bears tbe im- 
print of tho publisher named in 
circular, as well as tho date of its 
sue, 1830. The memoirs are in 
volumes,, and n hasty glauce at 
coutonts suHicc too clearly to show 
why it is so largo a reward is offered 
f(jr it. I'wo or three years ago an 
EngliHli gentloiuau named Taylor, a 
book salesman of this city, discovered 
the Toiumos iu a case of books that 
he had imported from London. The 
volumes had not boot; ordered, and it 
was thought tiiat tlioy had been plac- 
ed iu tbo case aooidentally. Taylor 
was porfecLly familiar with all braiich- 
e.s of English Jitorature, and when ho 
■aw tbeJH'ork be at once appreciated 
its value. Ho showed tho books to 
number of literary gentlemen of this 
city, and ainoiig tliein was tho young 
lawyer, who is now tbo fortiinato pos- 
sossor. Tho latter gentlomaii ho.sitat- 
ed BOJUO days about making tho piir- 
«hase, but his lovo of raro and c.\x- 
rioufi literature triumphed, and he 
bought tlioni. It is quite ccrLiin that 
the reason the Royal J""'aiiiily are .so 
solicitous for its destruction lies in the 
fact that the marriage of King George 
IV witb Mrs. Fitzherbert is proven by 
lottors and documents taken from the 
royal archivos. It also tostifion that 
a child was boru to ^Irs FitTihnrbort 
while in lawful wedlock. The book 
contains iiuely executed portraits of 
those vromen whose names have be- 
come familiar to all students of the 
shady side of English history in con- 
nection with that of George IV.
